Kvery now and then people who 
ouffht to know belter, in their tiradei 

nii-aiiist the ( at holies. Insist that th.^ 
C'atholii-.s must oliey the Pope in 
teni|)oral as well as in spiritual mat- 
ters; that the l'up« g'oteruM Cathollcfl 
in matterw purely political as well as 
ei-clesiastical. Nothins' could b« 
further from the triilli. and it hin 
l»een so demonstraled time and npaiii 
l>y eminent di;;nilaries of the iTiurch 
in ever\ Ufiv anil <-)inie, and withi.i 
the Inst fifty years csiieciiilly enii>hii- 
si/Hcl liy li'iiclin;; thinkers of the 
churcli in Ih^' I nited Stales and 
Kntrliind. 

Aini'ririin <';il Holies owe no ol>edi- 
ence to the i'ope as a temporal 
Hovereijfn. He is Kinjf only of that 
part of Italy which rightfully belon^js 
to I'apal territory. Min authority 
over UB is limited to matters of 
relljrion, and even In theHe it is def- 
initely restricted. The Tope is simply 
the nish^)) of the Mishops in the Cath- 
olic c'luirch.

men." 

Church and .State Iwth derive their 
authority from Ood. Each is snpreme 
within its own exclusive territory.

Tti purely reliplous mntter«i 
the church is supreme.
